The reply filed on 12/1 1/2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 
Applicant has elected Group V which is directed to methods utilizing 1,3-oxazoles filed on 9/26/2005. However, applicant made a 
species election filed on 9/13/2006 directed to a 1,2-oxazole, which has been restricted out. Examiner notes that the Applicant made 
an election on 9/26/2005 and subsequently an action was filed on 1 1/30/2005, therefore according to MPEP 819, the Applicant cannot 
shift to another invention. 

In the reply filed 12/1 1/2006, Applicant also attempted to comply with the species requirement directed to l,3-oxa2oles by electing 
the subspecies of claim 38. Examiner notes that this particular election is a subgenus and not a species election because both Rl and 
B are not defined. 

Applicant must elect a species (a single defined compound) within the scope of the elected Group V, directed to 1,3-oxazoles. 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS fi-om the 
mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
